Cnrtis ni;d his crew to abandon the 
ship and i;o aboard the Balto, which 
was standing by. 

There was some disorder and ex- 
citement, but the olBcer called out 
that there was plenty of time and 
there was no need to become pan- 
icky. The crew before they were al- 
lowed to enter the boats were exam- 
ined and deprived of arms .'ind elec- 
tric pocket lamps.
